MADISON — Hugh C. Stuart shot 
and killed his wife and daughter, 
then turned the gun on himself, a six- 
member jury decided at an inquest 
‘Thursday. 

After two hours of testimony and 
15 minutes of deliberation, the ver- 
dict was returned by a jury of ‘four 
men and two women at an inquest in- 
to the Nov. 17 deaths of Bertie M. 
Stuart, 80, Ruth Ann Rapoff, 49, and 
Hugh C. Stuart, 84. 

The three suffered fatal gunshot 
wounds at the Stuarts’ home at 1623 
Third St., Madison. Mrs. Rapoff 
resided in Granite City and was 
visiting her parents. The gun was 
found near Mr. Stuart's hand. 

RALPH BAAHLMANN, chief 
deputy coroner, conducted the in- 
quest. Photographs were shown and 
police officials testified on reports 
from crime laboratories. 

The inquest was held in the council 
room at Madison City Hall. 

The St. Louis Area Major Case 
Squad handled the five-day in- 
vestigation along with Madison 
police and the Illinois Division of 
Criminal Investigation.

Water line on tap

MADISON — A long-awaited 
water line extension to the Gateway 
Midstate Truck Plaza area may 
begin soon. 

The city has been approved for a 
$266,500 loan from the Build Illinois 
Public Infrastructure Loan and 
Grant Program,. Mayor. John 
Bellcoff noted at a City Council 
meeting Dec. 16. 

THE APPLICATION was submit- 
ted to the Illinois Department of 
Commerce and Community Affairs. 

The city plans to have 7,500 lineal 
feet of water pipe installed to a point 
near the truck plaza. 

The loan is to be paid back to the 
state by the city over a seven-year 
period at three percent interest, the 
mayor said. 

Repayment of the -loan will be 


made possible by revenue the. city: 
will receive from tap-on fees and 
from a percentage of the receipts for 
the water that is used. 

BOTH SOURCES of income, tap- 
ons and water use, will be derived by 
the city from Illinois-American 
Water Co. for a 12-year span. 

Illinois-American will install the 
water line and own it, but the city. 
will have an option to buy it in the. 
future. 

The truck plaza area is located 
along linois 203 and is in St. Clair 
County, although the bulk -of 
Madison is in Madison County.

A prayer breakfast must’ have 
prayers, and, there were two — by 
the Rev. James Benzing, associate 
pastor of St. John United Church of 
Christ, and the Rev. Preston Shealy, 
associate pastor of First 
Presbyterian Church of Granite 
City. 

One thing the preachers said they 
would like is for our newspaper to 
publish on a daily basis. (In ¢om- 
bination with the Cahokia-Dupo and 
East St. Louis weeklies, we do 
prepare and print five issues 4 week 
in Granite City.) 

With a daily, it would be easier for 
the pastors to alert their 
parishioners and the general public 
about upcoming church_ activities, 
several of them said Wednesday. 

The main point the panelists em- 
phasized was not that they see good 
in everything, but that they do see 
and express a lot more satisfaction 
than the typical Quad-Citian. 

Depending on which highways and 
streets’ they traversed when they 
first arrived here, these self-styled 
“transients”’ said they had differing 
initial reactions. Some were im- 
pressed and some were distressed. 

But now that they have seen both 
the good and the bad neighborhoods, 
and have lived and worked here for 
months or years, they all feel it’s a 
wonderful place to be. And they 
want to stay as long as they can, 
They are all here by choice, and in 
some cai for a second time. 

The pastors said they know other 
towns and states just as intimately, 


and can see the various local 
positives and negatives with clarity 
and perspective. 

They conceded that part of 
anyone’s outlook depends on 
whether a person wishes to call a 
water glass ‘‘half empty”’ or “half 
full.” 

But it is a mighty full glass when 
taking into'account the many assets, 
the generosity, the friendliness, the 
countless férmal and informal help- 
ing organizations — and, most of all, 
the fine, concerned, caring people of 
this community. I wouldn't, trade 
them for any other group anywhere, 
at Christmas or any other time of the 
year. 

The pastors agree. They said their 
“cup runneth over” because they 
are reacting primarily to what they 
find today, and judge it on its own 
merits, which they say are 
substantial. 

In contrast, too many non- 
transient residents focus on what the 
Quad-Cities used to be, when jobs 
abounded, schools were crowded, 
downtown was busy and a seemingly 
endless array of industries thrived. 
The smoke blew, and Granite City 
grew. 

At least, a pattern of too much 
dwelling on the past is regarded as a 
key problem,.when seen through the 
eyes of those who coutisel and lead 
local church congregations. 

Of course, you and I know this 
community has seen better days, in 
some respects. 

Its employment basécertainly has 
shrunk and the population is down. 
But, ‘You still shave 60 much that is 
going for you,"” the breakfast group 
was-told. The pastors said that, as 
1987 approaches, many other towns 
have a lot bigger problems than does 
the Quad-City Area: 

The pastors are not Pollyannas. 
Many of them were at first reluctant 
to consider an assignment here. 

This hesitancy stemmed from 
mae conversations with Quad- 

Citians. Many of the local people 
they talked to found fault with their 
home town and said so- 

Now that the pastorsjhave become 
acquainted with our yactual short- 


comings and virtues by residing 
among us, they wish that citizens 
here would not only take pride in our 
community, which most of us 
already do. They wish we would also 


*make that pride more apparent 


when we talk to strangers. 

‘The pastors feel that we can give 
ourselves one of the best gifts of all 
this Christmas, making it truly the 
most festive and joyous time of the 
year: 

We can realize our good fortune to 
be here,, and we can dedicate 
ourselves’ in the future to “‘accen- 
tuating the positive.”’ 

This involves not only an affir- 
mative state of mind, but the will 
and determination to “make the 
thought the father of the deed.” We 
can be both »boosters and doers, 
realizing that being either one is not 
enough. 

An example of how. this can be 
achieved was said to be the prayer 
breakfast idea itself. Granite City 
Rotarians started this tradition 
years ago (people like Bill Terrell, 
the ‘Rev. Roy Baugh and Carl 
Mathias were among the ring 
leaders, as I recall). 

They did so in the belief that real 
or potential problems should be 
analyzed and acted upon, quickly 
and with a minimum of red tape. 

The ministers and their energy 
and enthusiasm are going to be look- 
ed to as part of the local solver 
finding process. 

In some towns, ministers may. pes 
viewed as hard-to-satisfy critics, but 
not here. Critics can be valuable, 
since a problem must be known 
before it can be dealt with. And 
pastors also can move from observa- 
tion posts into the arena and work 
constructively for remedies and 
improvements. 

As the ministers and prayer group 
become more closely entwined, the 
pastors’ insight — and their “finger 
on the pulse”’ of Quad-Citians — will 
be counted on to help counsel local 
leaders of all kinds. 

It could be an éffective combina- 
tion. And it’s a highly logical pair- 
ing, when it is noted that prayer was 
what started it all.

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon is 
revising many of the exhaustively de- 
tailed “specifications”: for items it 
buys, and that’s good news for fruit- 
cake lovers. 

The written specifications for the 
traditional holiday snack have been 
cut from 16 pages to four. The new, 
streamlined “commercial item de- 
scription” lists the essential ingredi- 
ents and leaves it up to the commer- 
cial bakers to work it out from there. 
It is hoped the new specs will attract 
bids from. professional bakers who 
balked at shelving their own success- 
ful fruitcake recipes and slavishly 
following the military's requirements 
to the letter. 

The new specs list the kinds of fruit 
expected to be in GI fruitcakes, but do 
not require that the cherries be tinted 
with colorfast dye that won’t run in 
the batter, or that the orange peels 
and pineapple bits have a “75 percent 
soluble solids content.” And they 
don't designate the temperature at 
which eggs for the batter must be 
stored, as the old specs did. 

No one has predicted how much 
money will be saved asa result of the 
new system — though the wear and 
tear on military procurement offi- 
cers and potential contractors should 
be considerable. 

The big improvement may well be 
in the fruitcakes themselves, as com- 
mercially successful bakers are in- 
duced to compete for business. The 
Pentagon has learned from bitter ex- 
perience that the overly detailed, by- 
the-numbers approach sometimes 
tends to en¢ourage incompetent sup- 
pliers, who used the old specs like 
recipes.

The speaker, Jim Monaghan, a 
Granite City firefighter and instruc- 
tor for the Heart Association in car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation, 
discussed ways to prevent heart pro- 
blems by not smoking, avoiding 
stress, keeping weight and 
cholesterol low, and exercising. 

The early warning signs of heart 
attack are severe crushing pain, 
shortness of breath, nausea, profuse 
sweating, and a feeling of doom, he 
said. CPR is used for heart attack 
victims and also electric shock vic- 
tims, drowning, suffocation and any 
cases where breathing has stopped. 

Monaghan noted’ that hospitals 
teach CPR classes about once a 
month and that it is mandatory in 
Seattle, Wash., for all students in 
sixth, eighth and 12th grades to be 
trained in CPR. The death rate from 
heart attacks there has dropped 
since this training began in the 
schools, he said.

Bernard J. Turnock, state health 

director. “‘Such persons are en- 

dangering their own health by 

oyerindulging and threatening the 
lives of others by trying to drive.”’ 

At levels about 40 percent, the 
ayerage person would be unable to 
operate a motor vehicle because he 
would be unconcscious — or dead. 

Any person with a blood alcohol 
level of .10-percent or higher is con- 
sidered legally drunk and should not 
be behind the wheel, Turnock said. 

The Implied Consent Program of 
the state health department supplies 
breathalyzers to Illinois law enforce- 
ment agencies, trains law enforce- 
ment personnel in the use of the 
equipment, .and.is responsible for 
maintenance. 

The highest individual blood 
aleohol levels reported to the depar- 
mént this year by police agencies 

: Alton, .48; Granite City, .42; 
Fairview Heights, .42; and Herrin 


and North Chicago, both .41. 

Alton police report the motorist 
who registered .48 on a breathalyzer 
and a blood test was a 31-year-old 
man-whose car rammed a parked 
car. Police said that, when arrested, 
the man had trouble standing and 
would not or could not talk. 

Health experts report that at .02 
percent blood alcohol level, the 
average person shows a mild change 
in driving and may be slightly 
elated. At .05 percent, the driver 
becomes hesitant and alternates bet- 
ween “‘who cares?’’ and impulsive 
aggression. 

By .10 percent, the driver is legal- 
ly considered under the influence of 
alcohol. His judgment has been 
seriously affected, and his coordina- 
tion has been impaired. 

The typical person becomes un- 
mistakably drunk with all faculties 
seriously affected at .15 percent, 
stuporous at .30 percent, and un- 
conscious, possibly ina coma and on 
the verge of death, at .40 percent. 

Turnock said, ‘‘During the obser- 
vance of ‘Drunk and Drugged Driv- 
ing Awareness Week’ this week, peo- 
ple who drink and drive should take 
the time to reassess their habits so 
they and:their families can have a 
joyous ‘holiday season free for 
tragedy.”

“The-people who work and shop in 
Upper Alton and all the citizens of 
Alton should be extremely proud of 
these four people. They prevented 
an elderly man from being seriously 
injured and helped the police make a 
speedy apprehension. These good 
citizens have put criminals on 
record that they should not and can- 
not do business in Alton.”’ 

Allen said one of the suspects will 
be charged under a new law that 
makes it a felony to commit a crime 
against a senior citizen.

9 on panel studying 
pump station repair 


Gov. James R. Thompson said 
Dec. 16 he has established a state 
government working group to seek 
funding for repair of a pump station 
in the Metro East Sanitary District. 
Failure of a floodgate there flooded 
part of East St. Louis this fall. 

“This working group will bring 
together agency experts from many 
different areas of state government 
to accurately assess the needs and 
the costs of the problem and to deter- 
mine the best way to pay for needed 
repairs. 

“While the state cannot afford the 
general revenue costs contained in a 
recent bill approved by the General 
Assembly,, we will work with 
legislators and groups in the Metro 
East area to best remedy this 
serious potential problem,’’ the 
governor said. 

“T encourage legislators and com- 
munity leaders who are seeking a 
solution to this pressing problem to 
‘work with us to find the best way to 
solve it.”” 

‘Thompson named Kathy Slecke, 
his deputy chief of staff, to head a 
group composed of the following:

ST. LOUIS — What figured. to be 
a great night of basketball turned 
out to be four games in which the 
wianers dominated the losers. 
“he closest margin of victory 
was 10 points at the sixth annual 
7-Up Shootout, and the Venice Red 
Devils got the evening off on a 
rgusing note with a 59-44 win over 
thé West Frankfort Redbirds. 
‘While it would be hard to say the 
Devils (6-1 going into the Madison 
game Friday) looked as good or 
better than the three other winn- 
ing teams, a case could be made 
it Jesse Hall was the most domi- 
nant individual player.

the game ended. And two of his 
other jams turned into three-point 
plays when Redbird players 
foolishly tried to keep Hall from 
the basket.

It would have been better to 
be at 27-22, but they scored 
instead.” 

And that was it. The Redbirds 
committed six turnovers in the 
third period and didn’t score for 
the first five minutes until Tom 
Palasky (11 points) scored. By 
then, the Devils had a 39-22 lead 
and were on their way. 

“It was a team effort,” said Red 
Devil coach Clinton Harris. ‘‘We 
worked the ball around good and 
mixed up our defenses on them. 
We have a team full of guards, so 
we have to work hard on defense.’’

VENICE — The memories had 


‘to be wafting through the mind of 


Rich Essington. 

Reggie Gardner’s miracle shot 
and that fantastic championship 
season of 1975 are way in the past, 
but Essington returned to the site 
of his greatest triumph Friday 
night.

““When we. get on the floor dur- 
ing games, we just seem to forget 
what we have talked about in prac- 
tice,” said Essington of the Tro- 
jans, now 4-3. ‘‘As long as we keep 
doing that, we won't be very 
good.””
